so they wondered, if sickness was caused by sin, what sin could have been 
the cause of his being born without eyes. But the Lord answered that this 
was for the glory of God. Then the God-man spat on the ground and made 
clay with the spittle. He anointed the eyes of the blind man and said to him, 
"Go, wash in the Pool of Siloam." Siloam (which means "sent") was a well- 
known spring in Jerusalem used by the inhabitants for its waters, which 
flowed to the eastern side of the city and collected in a large pool called "the & 





3 Pool of Siloam." 
3 Therefore, the Saviour sent the blind man to this pool that he might wash his eyes, which had been anointed 

3 with the clay-not that the pool's water had such power, but that the faith and obedience of the one sent might € 
ss be made manifest, and that the miracle might become more remarkable and known to all, and leave no room for E 
3 doubt. Thus, the blind man believed in Jesus' words, obeyed His command, went and washed himself, and S

The Jews did not believe that he had been blind 
and had received his sight, until they called the 
parents of the man who had received his sight, 
and asked them, "Is this your son, who you say 
was born blind? How then does he now see? 
" His parents answered, "We know that this is our 
son, and that he was born blind; but how he now 
sees we do not know, nor do we know who 
opened his eyes. Ask him; he is of age, he will 
speak for himself. " His parents said this because 
they feared the Jews, for the Jews had already 
agreed that if anyone should confess him to be 
Christ he was to be put out of 6 
synagogue.
